People With All Sorts of Hallucina-
tions Who Call There

T0 INTERVIEW THE PRESIDEXT.

Somme of the Notable Deluded Ones of Three
Administrations,

HOW THE POLICE DEAL WITH THEM

WasHINGTON, April 13.—The recent
forcible entry into the sacred portals of the
Exeoutive Mansion by the inebristed step-
son of & Southern statesman was the first
act of the kind committed within the mem-
ory of the attaches of that institution. All
character and kind of deranged personages
find their way into the President’s Homicile,
but thess are seldom inclined to be belliger-
ent, Through the efforts of the vigilsot
officers on duty within the premises they
are alwnys appreliended and properly dis-
posed of—either deprived of their liberty or
sent to their friends,

These frail and wmentaliy depraved
creatures are penerally the outgrowth of
political or other excitement of a national
charscter. The agitation of qumti‘ns
through the public print and the demoostra-
tions attending & Presidental election and
inauguration develop the dormant weakness
or delusion of the average “‘erank,” and the
head of the nation is at once made his ob-
jective point. Otten the public-spirited
citizeng of an enterprising * conntry village
supply the town “crank” with means to
send him forth into the world in search of
the “missing link.”

Handling the Cranks.

Eventuslly what the village congratu-
lated itself over as & gain becomes a burden
upon the capital suthorities, To detect and
cull ount from the busy threng which is
usnally going in or coming out of the White
House and Government departments, the
unfortnnate with a rolilical or religious
grievance, or invention, requires skilled
subordinates, with superior jadgment of
human psture, und the greatest prudence
and precaution must be exercised in treat-
ing with the subject when located lest his
suspicions become sroused and he makes
trouble before being secured.

The official records indicate that the
national capital enjoys the largest number of
visitors of this class the year following
Presidental campaigns, For instance, the
number apprehended and tramsported to
other parts in 1886, the vear Mr. Cleveland
went into the Executive Macsion, was 18, in
1887 the number was 10, in 1888 it wad 6, in
1889 it was 8—a gradual reduction,

In 1890, the first year succeeding Presi-
dent Harrison's inanguration, the number
increased to 18. Ascribingy such causes as
ope may for the delusions that enshroud the
minds of the "‘eranks”” who seek the
acquaintance of the President of the United
States, you only add to the interest which
must be found in observing their actionsand
hearing their reasons for seeking him out.
Your correspondent is enabled to present for
the first time the pames and pronounced
motives of the most interesting of these de-
Inded mortals who have called at the Execu-
tive Mansion in the past few years.

Good Season for Them.

The first winter of President Arthur's
term was au ioteresting crank seasom. It
was a cold January day when Jonan March.

the White House with the astounding an-
nouncement that he was the origioal Jonah
who had been swallowed by the whale, His
particular desire was to have an interview
with the President and General Logan., In
hil' pc;cke'lr:u had ecarefully sh;nwd i“rlyhs
chi m S0me News n which the
nafn‘i%‘!

March elaimed that a bill drawn by Gen-
eral Grunt would be passed through Con-
gress by Senator. Logan for his benefit, and
that it wonld make him = great man. Ser-
snnt Dinsmore persuaded Jonsh to aban-

on his visii to the President, and he, be-
ing harmless, was placed on a train and
started for home.

Not long after the departure of Jonah,
John Rettig, s Tayvlor county, Texas, far-
mer, in response to a eall from ““Unknown”
in Washington, introduced himself at the
Mansion as concerned in a small business
transaction which was to be consummated
there and whereby bhe was to be made the
recipient of a two-story brown-stone front
hoase and lot valued st §30,000, a wardrobe
of fins clothing, diamonds and jewelry and
the sum of §250,000 in hard cash.

The***Unkoown,” upon whose invitation
he had come to the nation's capital, had
promised to make him a detective, and also
wanted him to make an independent race
for President., Instead, however, of carry-
ing out the promise or induciog him to en-
ter the Presidental race, the “Unknown”
had erowned him & “Cool-headed Kiog,"
given him $25,000,000 in money and made
him equanl to Jesse James in looksand sharp-
ness without the ecapacity to do an aet of
meanness. Rittigat his own request was
furnished & guide and shown the sights of
the cupitul, a (ter which he took his depar-
ture for the West to visit relatives,

Sad Cases of Dementla.

A more to be feared specimen of the order
was Toby Allen, of Chicago, whose mission
to tbhe East was with a view of geiting
clesnsed of spiritualists, wbo hud witch-
erafted and mesmerized him. President
Arinur, according to his statement, had
previously driven home persons who both-
ered and interfered with him, and he bad
come again to find relief. I hecould not
see the President about the matter he would
write him a letter and get Mr. Arthor to
put a stop to it.

Tubesiug wus st least 75
vears of ageand earried with him two pieces
of old rusty iron aud a large piece of glass,
which, according to his story, constituted
an improved telegraph instrument, which
he operated ina lively manner with two
¥ery dirly hands. Casper’s ceremony was
to clese his eyes and rub the iron and glass
together in order to produce electric cur-

rents.

States,”” to show him his secret telegraph,
with which he had communicated with Prince

“Contagion Billy" was among the uniden-
tified ernuks who called at thie mansion to
see the President, He labored under the
not very strange impulise that any msn who
had no home or employmant belonged to the
Government, and he wanted assiptance from
the head of it. *“Billy" was given a trip
abroa upon the recommendation of the an-
thorities. *

It was o strange dream that Lowell V.
McMinn, of Ulster county, N. Y., said he
expeérienced. Tt was some time prior to the
shooting of the Iamented President Garfield.
In the dream he saw the President, the rail-
way station and the man who did the shoot-
ing. It was not long after this dream tnat
he wrote the President and constrained kim
to keep his guardsont snd told him about
the time the shooting would ocenr.

Rose Whipple, from the same county,
put in an arpemnae not long afterward to
obtain a valuable pin which the President
had granted her. Rose did not know who
had the pin, but was confident of its ex-
istence in Washington. It was also her in-
tention to make a deteclive of berself. Be.
fore departing from bome she notified the
Governor of New York that she was going
to leave the State, but he did not npfy to
her communication. Rose left the Capitol
of her own accord for New York on the day
of her arrival.

One of President Harrison’s admirers was
Patrick Buhan, of Haverstraw, N, Y., whose
daily dream wus that he had penetrated the
jungles of deepest Africa. Patrick had
amongﬂother possessions n cactas cane, which
was 700 years old snd which be claimed to
have gotten during s trip over the Dark
Continent. It waspunctured with inoumer-
able holes, throngh which were run numer-
ous strips of red, white and blu: ribbon., It
was his purpose to call at the Executive
Mansion and present the cane to the covn-
try's chief executive as & mark of the high
gppreciation he had for him asd his admin-
Istrative policy. Patrick was induced to
leave the Capitel, but in a few days he came
back and was apprehended while making a
second attempt to see the President.

Several visits were made w Washington
by Jobhn Theurer, of Hamilton, O., and, al-
though he was promounced sane by the
proper lnlpnriﬁq, the restoration was but
temporary.’

COME IN THE SPRING.

A Great Mistake to Wait Until Sum-
mer to Watch for Moths,

SOME VERY DANGEROUS REMEDIES,

They Are Nearly Innocuous Except, Per-
haps, to the Articles.

THE HAVOC OF THE CARPET BEETLE

The greatest mistake folks make is to
await the heat of summer before watching
for moths, says a writersin The Upholsterer.
Artless young housewives look askanese at
the bare thought of bugs in their newly-
built home, but if they stop to squarely con-
sider the subject, they must admit that vis-
itors are at any time liable to bring in with
their clothing a guileless moth, which, with
good health and industry, can hateh hun-
dreds of its kind in o week, aud ruin every-
thing of an animal texture with which its
larvm or grubs come in contact; therefore,
the peed for serious watchfuloess aud a
knowledge of the subject beeomes apparent.

LOne immediately prolests, ‘‘But I have
never watched specially for moths, and
everything in the way of elothing and
fabries in my home has not been ruined.”
“Trne, but your immunity from dapredation
has been good luck—nothing more. The moth
lays its eggs in dark places, and the grub
which is batohed moves slowly and its feed-
ing spots are usually within u foot or so of
its place of birth. If by good luck its place
of Elrﬂ: is away Irom a textile isbric, the
texture will not be hurt; if near, it is sure
destruction.””

The quacks and “preventive’” manufact-
urers have alwavs r:‘ped & rich harvest
through the ignorance paorle regarding
the moth and its habits, Folks bave bun-
dled up their woollens and packed them
away in their chests full of tarboline or
carboline or cedarline or eamphorline, snd
actually believed that they would be safe
until fall, They have wrapped up hun-
dreds of moth eggs which eventually batch
the bg. These odors will never kill a
moth or destroy its life germs. To be sure,
a moth will not voluntarily seek a nesting
piace where the odor exists, but if boxed up
with an odor it cannot escape from, it sim-
ply proceeds to lay its eggs in the atmos-
phere, which becomes a second nature to
the grub when hatohed.

A Rather Dangerous Remedy.

Anything saturated with arsenic, ‘or ereo-
sote, or even salt, or impregnated with
salphar, the moth or worm will not touch,
but the use of these articles is dangerous to
the colorings of fine textures, It is dizcour-
aging, indeed, when a housewife shakes out
her elothes and puta them intoa eamphor
trunk and keepe them there all summer; fo
find that in the fall they are fairly riddled;
but the trouble has been, she waiched onl
for moths, when the moth is not at all
destruetive. It is the worm that she shonld
have been on the lockout fur, which hatches
out of the egg, and as the ezg is hardly per-
ceptible to the naked eye, a mere white speak
like the point of a pin, danger is passed
over upseen. Until receatly, the untmost con-
tusion and ignorance has prevailed regard-
ing the nomenclature of the moth species,
but it is now a clearly defiued fuctthat there
are three distinot species of wool-destroying
moths common in this country, all of which
are of European origin, To be scientifically
correct wa should term them the Tines pel-
lionella, Linn.; the Tinea upe!ullll Lina.,
and the Tineola biselliells, Homme

The commonest species are light brown
snd distinguished by the spats shown in the
illustration. They ntoa late in
April and may occasiqnally be seen flitting
about as late a5 August. They pair off and
the @ then searches for suitable places
for the deposition of her eggs, working her
‘way into dark corners, erevioes of the walls,
eracks in the floor or deep in the 1olds of
gnmenl.tL apparently ‘choosing by in-
stinot the lemst conspicuous placen
The moth lays from 18 to 140 eggs
at s time, From these eggs hateh, in a
period from three to seven days, the white
soft body larve or worms, all of which be.
gin immediately to make a case for them-
selves from the fragments of the cloth upon
which they feed. The ecase is in the shape
of a hollow roll, & thirty-second to an eighth
of an inch long, We have all noticad these
““rolls” on fabrics and trequently we have
crushed them, supposing that we have thus
prevented all damage, when the very exist-
ence of the eylinder shows that the grub hus
alreaay fed, Asthe wormas grow, they en-
Iarge this case by adding waterial which
they get by feeding.

The Transtormation Comes in Spring.

The worm reaches its full growth in 36
days and then, erawling into some yet more
protected spot remains torpid during the
winter wishin its ease, which by this time is
thickened and lastened ateitherend,and isthe
full-sized cocoon. The transformation of
moth takes place within the case during the
following spring. Suth is the life round of
the species, The worm feeds on woolen
fabrics, curled hair, hair-cloth, furs, feathers
or an¥thing of that character which may

an animal deposit, for within the
celluls tissues of. hair, thers is the same
nutriment which one finds on & smallerscale
within a bone. 1t ia the 36 day period, from
the time that the eges are luid to the time
that the worm or grub reaches the full size
that the damage is done, and it is fortunate
that all of the eges that ave laid do not hateh
—in fact, but u small portion ever find life.

The second species constructs its cocoon
maiuly from fragwents of the material upon
which it has been feeding, spinning a cer-
tain amount of silk, bowever, wherever it
goes, leaving the trace which one sowetimes
finds on woollen fabrics; this species is most
common from Wafhingten southward, The
parent moth is of a dark straw color, and
has none of the spots on it that you see on
the tinea pellionells. The moth or the tinea
tapetzella, the third species, is readily dis-
tinguished from nll other= by the front
wings, which are black from the base to the
body and white beyond, the white portion
baing somelimes ecrowded with dark
gray. The habits of these species are
much the same, with the exception that
the Iarva or worm of the last-named
is most destruetive, using for its cocoon cyl-
inder pleces of cloth itself on whichitis
feeding. It must be now apparent to the
careful render that it is quite difficult to kill
the infinitesimally smaill eggs by reason of
their almost inpereeptible dimiontiveness
and difficult also to eradidate the woth by
reason of {ts wecretive habits. A -bengziue
spray is sure death, but there are many ob-
jections to its use and dunger from its io-
finmmable churacter; still, if the ordiu‘:{
thront spray, which can be bought for a
fle, is filled with beozine aud the vapor
thrown into erevices ngainst moth or eggs,
it will destroy them, but no light shouid be
brought into & room thus treated, until after
it has be=n thoroughly aired and the odor
dissipated.

Least Objectionable Destroying Agent,

After a thorough airing of 8 woolen fabrie
—for the porpose of driwving out any gon-
eealed moth (for a moth abhors light) and
after time has been given to the develop-
ment of uny concealed r, you mny be
reasonably sure that there is nothing hurm-
fol on the fabric; then it is as sufe done up
in & paper parcel a5 it would be if saturated
and’buried beseath all the anti-moth rewe-
dies in existence, Camphor, tobaceo,
paphtbaline and other stroug odorants are
onf', pirtially repellent to the fiying woth
snd have no effect atall upon the eggsor
the worm, which is the K destroving elewent.
The benzine spray Is theleast objectionable
destroying agent that we know of. It may
be used very salely upon earpeting, but the
utmost care shonld be exercised in using it
on fabries of a delicate character.

One should not confuse the woth with the
carpet beetle, Frequently housekeepers
discover their carpets eaten and they at-
tribute it to moths, Indeed, the carpét
beetle is frequently ealled the buffalo moth.
The perfect beetle is three-sixteanths of an
inch long, and when disturbed it . draws in

tonppear in the fall and soon the specigs
pair off and the female deposits her eggs upon
the carpet itself, and not in the crucks or
crevices as generally supposed. During the
day time these frequently fly to the
windows and may be caught there; but
they seldom leave the house until their

ﬂu treatment is similar to that with
moths, A hand atomizer, chi

The
carpets themselves, after thorough beating,
should be lightly® sprayed with the same
substance. The inflarnmability of benzine,
however, should be remem and no
light brought nenr it until evaporated,

WILL RECALL DOUGLASS,

He Fails in Negotiating With Halti for the
§t. Nicolas Mole.

WasuINGTON, April 13.—The represen-
tations made to the Btate Department by
Admiral Gheradi, who has spent much time
duoring the past three years on tha West
Indian station as to the eonduet of Ameri-
can interests by Minister Frederiek Doug-

Legation is considered not only as necessary
but as inevitable. There, is no doubt what-
ever that in department circles Mr.
Douglass is considered a failure, The ex-
tation that his conspicuous position

n this country snd his acknowledged abili-
ties as an orator would operate to the advan-
tage of the country as Minister to Baiti has
been nnfulfilled at every point. The special
cause of dissatisfaction at this time with Mr.
TDouglass is the bungle he has made of the
negotiations to secure the cession of the St
Nicolap Mole, which this Government de-
sires as a coaling station. The opinion pre-
vails that Mr. Douglass has failed in these

important negotiations becauss of his par-
tll.ﬂ‘:r for the black republic, or from in-
cspacity to the magnoitude of the

matter, and lo handle it in such s manner ss
to command the respect of the Haitian au-
thorities, In either case, if Mr, Douglass
does not sea his way clear to resign at an
early day the Adminisiration will feel itself
uonder the necessity of azking him to do so.

There is not much doubt bere that Mr.
Douglass would have been superseded as
Mininister to Haiti months ago if Secretary
Blaipe could have had his way sbout the
matter. But President Harrison bas stood
between him and Minister Douglass for two
reasons. The President does not wish to be
saddled with the responsibility of recalling
Mr. Douglass, and he does not care to
the army of spﬂimu who would besiege
the Execative Mansion the moment that it
is intimated that there is an intention to re-
call Mr. Douglass, The Afro-American
citizen has come to regard the Haitian mis-
sion as one of the few foreign sinecures to
which he has a sort of divine right, and the
appointment of @& white man to succeed Mr.
Douglass would raise a storm from the Ai-
lantic to the Pacific Ocean.

President Harrison, from the nature of
the mituation, 15 compelled fo consider the
Ealiﬁul aspect of the case, while Secretary

luine is considering the commercial aspect
of it And, ss in the appointment of Mr.
Donglass, polities trinmphed, so it is likely
to do in the appointment of his successor,
whether he be Mr. Langston or some one
else. The 8t. Nicolas Mole problem and its
relations to the Nicaragua Canal enterprise
is liable to be sacrificed again in the interest
of polities, as i1t was when Mr, Douglass was
sppointed two years ago to be Minister Resi-
dent and Consul @eneral.
